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FOUR COMPANIES 


TO GUARD NEGRO! 


Threats of Lynching More Gov- 
ernor Browa to Order Troops 


Soldiers Leave Atlanta With 
Tom Allen and Will Remain 
in Monroe During the Trial. 
Escort One of the Largest of 
Past Few Years.

Monroe, Ga., May 25.—(Special.)— 
Camped on the spacious, well-shaded 
lawn about the new Walton county 
courthouse, at the very base of the 
tall marble monument to the confeder- 
ate soldiers erected by the loyal wom- 
en of the county, a battalion of Geor- 
gia militia is tonight sleeping on arms 
for the protection of Tom Allen, @ 
young ginger-colored negro, charged 
with having criminally assaulted Mrs. 
Leila Knight at her country home, 10 
miles east of Monroe, one afternoon 
about a month ago. The troops guard- 
ing the negro are details of picked 
men taken from the four companies 
of the Fifth regiment, Atlanta, and 
one company from Athens. 

The battalion is under command of 
Colonel E. E. Pomeroy, of the Fifth, 
while the captains from Atlanta in 
the field are Oscar Palmour, O. H. Hall, 
F. M. Cochran and T. M. Kemp, while 
Captain Arnold is in command of the 
company from Athens. 

Goes to Union Station. 

Tramping in a hollow square, the 
prisoner, who has been confined in the 
Fulton county jail since his arrest, 
covered the distance from that prison 
to the old depot in Atlanta this after- 
noon, where three special coaches had 
been hooked to the Seaboard Air Line 
leaving the city at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon. The trip to Winder was made 
without incident on schedule time, but 
at every station great crowds had 
gathered to catch a glimpseof the 
young negro who had confessed the of- 
fense, then retracted that confession, 
but at no stop was there the slightest 
demonstration of any sort. 

Just before the train reached Win- 
der, where a change was made to the 
narrow gauge for the 20-mile run to 
Monroe, Colonel Pomeroy ordered that 
the guards on both ends of each coach 
platform be withdrawn and stationed 
immediately within the door, and that 
all curtains be drawn so aseto obscure 
sight through the windows. The colo- 
nel commanding was apprehensive that 
some demonstrations might be made 
by friends of Mrs. Knight. 

The apprehensions were groundless, 
and apart from the immense throng of 
ladies and gentlemen gathered at the 
Winder depot, nothing unusual marked 


the transfer of the negro prisoner. “tae 


Within Hollow Square, 

Sheriff Stark, of Walton county, with 
the young negro chained to him, de- 
trained immediately after a platoon of 
soldiers -had formed outside. Then 
within that hollow square of Georgia 
militia the prisoner was marched to 
the narrow gauge train, and the short 
Tun to Monroe resumed. The train 
rolled into Monroe just at dusk, and 
an immense concourse of people, white 
and black, men, women and children, 
had gathered to see the arrival of Al- 
len. The gathering was not only ex- 
tremely orderly, but was decidedly 
quiet. So quiet was that crowd that 
it appeared ominous. 

On the train between Winder and 
Monroe, Sheriff Stark, after a confer- 
ence with Colonel Pomeroy, decided to 
let the negro pass the night in the 
superior court room, on the second floor 
of the courthouse bullding, within the 
very heart of the camped battalion of 
militia. 

The courthouse is in the center of 
the city, while the county jail, though 
abundantly strong and secure, is prac- 
tically on the outskirts of the city. The 
sheriff!’ was thoroughly satisfied that 
his prisoner was abundantly safe, and 
could have been left without guard at 
the jaill, but he preferred to take no 
chances, hence the courthouse for the 
time being was converted into a mili- 
tary prison. 

Judge t H. Brand, of the Gwinnett 
circult, reached the city this afternoon, 
and will preside during the trial, which 
opens tomorrow morning promptly at 
8 o'clock. A true bill was found against 
Allen on May 15, -when Judge James 
B. Park, of Greensboro, was presiding 
in the place of Judge Brand, detained 
at his home by illness in his family. 
The sheriff of Walton has subpoenaed 
an unusually large number of pros- 
pective jurors, and the indications to- 
night are that a jury will be easily and 
quickly obtained. 

Violence Was Threatened. * 

At the time of Allen's arrest threats 
of mob violence were freely expressed, 
and it was Judge Brand's assurance to 
the people of the county that an early 
trial of the accused should be had that 
probably stayed the hands of the aven- 
gers. Within the past month the 
wrought-up feelings of the good people 
of this good old county have quieted 
materially and there is no reason a 
this hour (midnight) to apprehend any 
trouble whatsoever. 

It is the general impression that the 
trial will go off rapidly and smoothly, 
resulting in the conviction of the ne- 


gro.

Secretary Poole announeed that he

Show in Auditorium, 

It was announced by the committee 
appointed to make arrangements for 
the first annual show this fall that 
the Auditorium-Armory. has already 
been secured for that*purpose and that 
the show will be held December 11-16.

President 
Smith has announced that he will be 
one of a committee to go to Denver 
when the big association meets in Au- 
gust and personally extend the invita- 
tion to meet in this city next year. 

“The association requesteg Attorney 
J. H. Porter to immediately file an 
application for charter in the superior 
court. The charter has already been 
drawn up by Mr. Porter and has been 


approved by the association. . 


The association adjourned to meet 
again at 3 o'clock next Tuesday after- 
noon, at ‘which time other important 
business connected with the orgapiza- 
tion of the association will be trans- 
ected. 
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ATTEMPTS TOLURE 
CHILD INTO ROOM 


Will Edwards, Telegraph Oper- 
ator, Is Placed Under Arrest 


— — 


He Is Locked Up After Failure 
to Secure $1,000 Bond---The 
Child Is but Ten Years of 
Age and Displayed Great 
Presence of Mind. 


A man who described himself as Will 
Edwards, 21 years old, a telegraph 
operator of Decatur, Ala., was arrest- 
ed yesterday afternoon by Detectives 
Black and Bullard, charged with hav- 
ing attempted to lure a, 10-year-old 
girl to-his room. He was held in de- 
fault of $1,000 bond, pending action by 
the recorder today. . 

The man was arrested in a Decatur 
street cafe, near the corner of Pryor 
street, and was immediately Agentified 
by little Frances Hutchftis, “daughter 
of C. P. Hutehins, 132 Spring street, 
who Hud also given.a good description 
of him. It is dowbted at the station 
house if he has given his real name 
and address, as it is reported that he 


is also known as Brown. 
When sighted by the officers in a De- 


catur street cafe, Edwards ran into a 


dressing room, changed his hat and 
was caught attempting to pull off his 
trousers. An unusually accurate and 
complete description of his “brown suit 
and sort of blue hat” had been given 
by the Hutchins child. 

The story told by her was that the 
man had accosted her in front of the 
Grand theater as she was returning 
home with some purchases for her 
mother. He made a remark about her 
bundles and told her that he had an- 
other package for her mother, which 
she could get if she went to his room. 

Little Girl Follows, 

The little girl followed unsuspecting- 

ly, and the man told another story of 
his being a doctor and that Mrs. Hutch- 
ins had asked him te make an exami- 
nation of her daughter. This, too, was 
believed by the child, a curious coin- 
dence, that the school physician has 
recently ordered an examination of her 
throat, tending to corroborate the 
story. 
They proceeded to the Black apart- 
ments, 108% North Pryor street, where 
Edwards is said to have attempted to 
enter several rooms. One was locked. 
another was occupied by three men and 
the child escaped before he opened the 
third. 

“What are you doing?” she cried, 
frightened. Her suspicions were 
aroused, and she asked: “What is my 
mama’s name, anyway?’ 

J don’t remember,” he is alleged to 
have replied. It's some kind of hard 
name.” 

The little girl turned and fied, mak- 
ing good her escape into the open 
street. She ran home in terror, and 
her father was summoned. He was 
persuaded not to take up the matter 
personally, and Detectives Black and 
Bullard were called in 

The little girl led them unerringly 
over the route she had been taken, but 
no one was found in the building. The 
detectives traced the man to an amuse- 
ment parlor and then to a cafe, where 
he was arrested. His identification fol- 
lowed, and he was locked up hardly 
more than an hour after the offense 
is alleged to have occurred.

Dinner Is Attended by the 
Mayor, Members of Council, 
of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and of the wr ors 
ture. 


There was an embarrassed expression 
on the faces of several of the guests 
at the Atlanta Ad Men's dinner last 
night when at the conclusion of a 
strong address in favor of commission 
government delivered Wy Culpepper 
Exum, president of the Birmingham 
commission, the diners were called 
upon, to express their opinions on the 
subject by a rising vote. There were 
quite a few officials of the city gov- 
ernment for whom it was decidedly 
awkward to vote either way. 

A large majority rose from their 


commission form, but when the nega- 
tive side of the question was put there 
were but two who responded, Burton 
Smith and Councilman Aldine Cham- 
bers. 

Defends Present Form. 

Mr. Chambers took the affair good- 
naturedly and stood by his guns. He 
declared that in his opinion the pres- 
ent form of government in Atlanta was 
the best for the city. He was far 
from being convinced that a commis- 
sion could continue to work improve- 
ments in a city and at the same time 
run its affairs more cheaply. 

Mayor Courtland 8. Winn was greet- 
ed with loud and continuous applause 
when at the request of Paul Reese, 
president of the club, he stood up to 
give his opinion on the matter. 

The mayor stated that he had no 
wish to start a debate on the subject, 
but that he had always thought that 
the most ideal form of olty govern- 
ment was that which gave to the citi- 
zens the largest participation in its 
affairs. 

“The commission form,“ he continued, 
“is admirably adapted to run a city 
that is graft-ridden, that is on the 
verge of bankruptcy or whose munic- 
ipal affairs are otherwise badly man- 
aged. - 

But I do think that the affairs of 
Atlanta are admirably conducted. 

“Under the leadership of her peer- 
less citizen, Robert F. Maddox, she has 
taken the lead of all the cities of the 
south. She has successfully carried 
through an enormous bond issue with 
which she has laid miles of sewers, 
improved her waterworks, built eleven 
model schools and is trying to erect 
crematories. 

“If. one form of government fails 
then I should advocate trying a new 
form, but until the first had failed— 
proved unsuccessful—I do not think it 
would be wise to flee to something 
that we know not ot. 

Not Am Ideal System. 

“I do not think that we have an 
ideal system here in Atlanta. I do 
not think any city has an ideal sys- 
tem. If there is any dead timber in the 
city hall it ought to be cut out. If 
there are any sinecures they should 
be eliminated. And I believe that the 
city’s dollars should be able to pur- 
chase as much as my dollar or your 
dollar.“

Thursday morning a2 number of eit- 
ems appeared before the committee 
to speak in behalf of petitions for the 
improvement of West Ptachtree street 
and West Hunter street. The com- 
mittee intimated that it did not believe 
it would be possible to provide for 
any very extensive street improve- 
ments this year. 

The Money in Sight. 

From estimates made by the city 
comptroller, the committee decided 
that it would have the following 
amounts in sight over the the esti- 
mated receipts made on the first of 
the year: From taxes, $72,000: from 
licenses, $5,000; from near beer ga- 
loons @nd locker clubs, $11,000; from 
fi fas and uncollected bills, $26,000. 

It was estimated that the police de- 
partment pay roll would have to be 


‘given $19,000 extra and the department 


$4,000 for expenses; that for the fire de- 
partment there would have to be pro- 
vided $13,950 for pay rolls and $2,200 
for pensions; for the tuberculosis hos- 
pital $9,950; for the Grady Hospital pay 
rolis and new ambulance $4,000; for the 
Streets’ ordinary fund $5,000: for the 
street pay rolls and street repair 
fund $13,000; for lighting the white 
ways $8,000; for new books for the li- 
brary $500; for the salary for the as- 
sistant street improvement collector 
$900; for increasing the salary of the 


general manager of parks $525; for the. 


removal of the locomotive “Texas” 
$500; for the department of parks 
$6,000; for the contingent fund $2,000: 


and for other necessary expenses in- 


different departments about $39,000. 

The above included only some of the 
tentative propositions.

One Dramatic Speech. 

The one dramatic speech of the day 
was made by Deputy Jose Aspe. In in- 
troducing the president's letter of resig- 
nation, Deputy Aspe made one of the 
most brilliant oratorical efforts with 
which the chamber has ever rung. His 
voice was repeatedly drowned by ap- 
plause, and the floor fairly shook with 
the demonstration which followed his 
peroration, “President Porfirio Diaz is 
dead. Long live Citizen Porfirio Diaz!“ 

The speaker admitted that General 
Diaz had been called to account for his 
errors by a people who had progressed 
faster than the author of their progress 
had realized, but he declared the good 
that General Diaz had done his country 
would live forever in history and out- 
weigh his mistakes. 

Every entrance to the chamber and 
all street approaches were guarded by 
heavily armed mounted police. Only 
those who came hours ahead of time 
got within this cordon. They were 
quiet and well behaved. 

People Cheered Themselves Hoarse. 


Outside the wall of police the throng 
chéered themselves hoarse, but gave the 
police no trouble. Street cars running 
near the chamber were compelled to 
stop by the density of the crowd, and 
their roofs soon swarmed with eager 
spectators. 

To the city generally, the acceptance 
ot the resignation of the president was 
announced by the clangor of the bells 
of the cathedral and two discharges of 
@ cannon. 

For many squares on every side of 
the chamber the streets were black 
with people. Great crowds were scat- 
tered over thé Zocalo when the ringing 
of the bells and the firing of the cannon 
announced the triumph of the revolu- 
tion. With one aceord they rushed to- 
ward the chamber, but their progress 
was halted by the multitude ahead of 
them. 
pPietures of Madero Everywhere. 

As the crowds melted away after the 
seasion by hundreds and by thousands, 
they fell into Irregular marching clubs. 
They carried flags and banners of the 
national green, white and red, litho- 
graphs and photographs of Madero, 
laurel wreaths, blooms—apparently 
symbolic of the clean sweep for the 
rebellion—and hundreds of them sport- 
ed staves and poles after the manner of 
soldiers with rifles. 

Practically all business was suspend- 
ed. Everywhere windows were shut- 
tered, but the demonstrants of last 
night this afternoon had become excited 
but harmless celebrants. 

The sky was leaden and threatened 
rain during the session of the deputies, 
but the sun, as if in harmony with the 
jubilation of the populace, came out 
brightly almost at the moment of the 
historic action of the president and the 
congress. 

On every balcony in the city, and they 
are a feature of every house and office 
building, women and children and those 
too infirm to be in the street, came out 
to witness the celebration... Many of 
them tossed flowers and confetti on the 
marching thousands. 

Palace of Dias Guarded. 

A heavy guard of mounted police 
Was maintained in front of the na- 
tional palace near which seven per- 
sons wf killed and thirty-six wound- 
ed wher the mob was fired on last 
night. he. guard moved in a long 
oval. 

An incident illustrating the temper 
of the people and effect of their suc- 
cess against the government occurred 
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|} came swinging down the 


last two riders were 5 7 

in their oval route when the march- 
ers reached them. It was a case of 
one get out of the way of the other. 
The foot column moved straight to- 
Ward the last two riders. The lat- 
ter wheeled as if to ride into the 
crowd in the good old-fashioned way, 
but hesitated in the face of the as- 
surance shown by those approaching 
them, and then gave way, spurring 
back into line as best they could when 
the citizens had passed. 

It was at a conference between Al- 
fredo Robles Dominguez, the personal 
representative of Francisco I. Madero, 
and Francisco de la Barra, the acting 
president of the nation, that the agree- 
ment to place the Maderist troops at 
the disposal of the government in the 
name of tranquillity was reached. 
Only in the case that the federal troops 
prove unable to control the situation 
will they be brought into the city. 

Madero’s Agent Works for Peace. 

Dominguez, who is now the ranking 
Mederist in the capital, went into the 
Streets this afternoon accompanied by 
his staff, all wearing on their hats the 
tri-color used by the rebels in the 
field. Dominguez was on a mission of 
peace following the issuance by him of 
a manifesto in which he had appealed 
to the people to refrain from disorder 
and to disperse. Riding from one 
group of mantifestants to another he 
exhorted them to remember the dig- 
nity of their cause and not to dis- 
grace themselves and their leader by 
rioting. 

The mobs did not disperse, Dut there 
was a marked improvement in their 
behavior. In this work he had the as- 
sistance of lieutenants he had sent on 
similar rounds and of members of the 
White Cross, who from their seats in 
an automobile addressed the overen- 
thusiastic men and ys. 

Enjoying Free Speech at Last. 

Loudly they cheered Dominguez and 
other speakers and solemnly they as- 
sured them that they would not indulge 
in acts of violence, but to promise to 
go home without giving themselves 
the pleasure of indulging in the nov- 
elty of absolutely free speech was too 
much. 

They continued their marching and 
their shouting, but there was a no- 
ticeable weariness in the aspect of the 
men, and even wiry boys appeared to 
be losing their zest as night ap- 
proached. 

In their wildest. moments the mem- 
bers of the various mobs never failed 
to exhibit their love for the national 
flag. Repeatedly during the hours the 
crowd waited in front of the chamber 
of the news that Diaz had resigned, 
the colors were borne by them by one 
regiment or another, and every time 
their appearance was a signal for ap- 
plause and lifted hats. 

It is the first time in thirty years 
that the people of Mexico have been 
given the opportunity to shout with 
impunity the name of their choice for 
the presidency. Unused as they are 
to freedom from restraint, the older 
men of the country regard it as re- 
markable that the thousands who have 
been parading the street almost con- 
tinuously for more than twenty-four 
hours have not been guilty of worse 
deeds of violence. 

Few Acts of Ruffianism. 

Few acts of ruffianism were commit- 
ted by them today, and yet the police 
and authorities endured more from 
them than they have been asked to 
suffer from any men in a generation. 
Their orders had been not to fire ex- 
cept under certain desperate circum- 
stances, and not even when a young 
officer was pulled from his. horse and 
struck in the face by an angry mem- 
ber of the mob did the officer in 
command of the troops order his men 
to shoot. The assailant of the officer 
was placed under arrest. 

The shooting of a mob leader this 
forenoon in front of the foreign office 
by an officer of police and his subse- 
quent command to his men to fire, fol- 
lowed an insulting reply made by the 
crowd. The officer had precedent for 
his action, but precedents of that clash 
were not followed generally today. The 
people own the city tonight and the 
soldiery is in second place. 

Statement by de la Barra. 

Provisional President de la Barra 
acknowledged his elevation to that 
high office in an open letter to the 
Mexican people tonight. In e he de- 
clares that he will not be a candidate 
for either president or vice président 
when a general election is called, say- 
ing on this point: 

“Though there has not been approved 
by the state legislatures the constitu- 
tional reform relating to no re-election, 
I consider it my duty to declare, as a 
guarantee of my purpose, that under 
no circumstances will I accept the 
candidacy for the presidency or the 
vice presidency in the approaching 
electoral campaign. The happiest 
day of my public career will be that 
on which in the shortest time allowed 
by the electoral law and the situation 
prevailing in the country, I can trans- 
fer the office I have today received to 
the citizen the public elects.” 

On foreign relations the letter says: 

“The Mexican government, respectful 
of the rights of other nations and 
zealously defending her own, will 
spare no effort, by means of its open 
and fair policy, as it has done in the 
past, in order that those relations may 
become more friendly every day with 
eventual advantage, accordance with 
the principles of international law.” 

The entire cabinet resigned this 
afternoon, corollary to the retire- 
ment of General Diaz, and as such ex- 
cited little interest. 


MADERO IS VERY GLAD TO HEAR 
OF THE RESIGNATION OF DIAZ 
Juarez, Mexico, May 25.—‘I am very 
glad President Diaz has resigned,” 


| said Francisco I. Madero, Jr., tonight. 


“It, of course, was the principal de- 
mand of the revolutionists, and now it 
has been satisfied, peace is certain.” 
On the strength of the dispatches 
announcing President Diaz's resigna- 
tion General Navarro and the federal 
officers taken prisoners at the battle 
of Juarez were given their liberty. 
Senor Madero, it is believed now, 


‘will receive word from Senor de la 
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Barra as to whether he ought to hurry 
to the Mexican capital. 

Messages were passing today be- 
tween the rebel leader and Senor de la 
Barra concerning the prolongation of 
the session of the Mexican congress. 
That body. scheduled to adjourn the 
last of this month, now will continue 
in session, it is expected, for at least 
fifteen days to act upon legislation 
brought by the exigencies of the 
revolution. 

Senor Madero was asked tonight 
when he would resign the position of 
provisional president. 

“When Senor de la Barra has be- 
come president ad interim,” said Ma- 
dero. “Naturally, I never have been 
recognized by the government as pro- 
visional president, but I have an- 
nounced my intention of resigning the 
post given by the revolutionists as 
soon as peace is completely restored. 
After I go to Mexico City, having 
spoken to all the chiefs on the way, I 
will issue a manifesto renouncing any 
claim to the provisional presidency.”

In Conducting Postal Depart- 
ment, So Davis Charge 


Arkansas Senator Excoriates 
the Postmaster General for 

His Treatment of Lewis, the 
St. Louis Publisher --- Alleges 
Hitchcock Plays the Czar.

Washington, Ga., May 25.—(Special.) 
Charging the postoffice department 
with displaying venom and merciless 
vindictiveness in following up a prose- 
cution against persons who had once 
aroused its enmity, Senator Davis, of 
Arkansas, today excoriated the de- 
partment in a speech on the floor of 
the senate, reviewing the case. of the 
Lewis Publishing Company, of St. 
Louis, and the efforts made to sup- 
press The Woman's National Daily. 

He charged that the postmaster gen- 
eral no longer interprets the laws of 
congress and administers them fairly 
and impartially according to the in- 
tent of congress, but “makes his own 
law to suit his own purposes: that 
he is not deterred either by the rulings 
of the supreme court that every act 
of this executive officer must be 
foundeg upon law, nor by the statute 
which requires that all acts of his 
must be “consistent with laws.“ 

Hitcheock a Regular Czar. 

Continuing he said: 

“He introduces in the form of regu- 
lations, rulings or orders, whatever 
novelties he pleases. He is practically 
without, restraint. The -citizens of the 
United States, and especially publish- 
ers, are at his mercy.” 

Showing how the postmaster general 
is able to work his will through the 
machinery placed at his disposal by 
the government and through the 
operation of the spy system, Senator 
Davis continued: 

“Coincident ith the development of 
our now great Bpy system, it is com- 
ing to be understood that no institu- 
tion or citizen who resists the post- 
master general and asserts his legal 
rights can escape in the course of time 
annihilation of his business or himself 
for the system has been so perfected 
it ramifies so extensively as to cover 
every phase of private life and en- 
deavor. It never forgives a criticism, 
an exposure or à defeat.“ 

Instigated by Express Companies. 

The Lewis Publishing Company, he 
said, was now paying the penalty for 
certain criticism of the department 
made years ago, for “since that time 
the official hang has never been lifted 
from its businessandthe grip is now 
seeking to tighten about its throat. 
re over its conduct is untir- 
ng. 

Senator Davis charged that the 
fraud order against Lewis was issued 
as the result of activity by the express 
companies whose business was inter- 
ferred with by the bank Lewis organ- 
ized to facilitate the handling of sub- 
scrpitions. Continuing, he said: “The 
department well knew and so did the 
paid hirelings of the express compa- 
nies, that Mr. Lewis had committed no 
wrong, no crime. Upon final trial, the 
judge peremptorily ordered the jury to 
return a verdict from the box, stating 
that the government had made out no

case, and that Lewis should not have 
been molested. But the relief came too 
late. His financial downfall had been 
secured. His acquittal in the courts 
from the criminal charge made against 
him came too late to save the fortune 
which his energy and ability had 
built up. 
Still pursuing Lewis. 

Continuing, he said: , 

“Not satisfied with this outrageous 
treatment and his complete vindica- 
tion, Mr. Hitchcock, the present post- 
master general, who arrogates to him- 
self such superiority that even a sen- 
ator of the United States is not per- 
mitted to enter the holy of holies, to 
consult this reat apostle of postal 
regulations without first giving to a 
lackey at the door a written statement 
of his business, ordered three civil 
suits brought against Mr. Lewis for ex- 
cess postal charges, by means of which 
he has tied up today, in the hands of 
the officials of the government, $30,000 
of Mr. Lewis money. Lewis has 
begged for a trial of these suits, and 
has begged the department of justice 
to give him one letter or syNable of 
law upon which they might hope to be 
sustained. 

Simple Justice Denied. 

“They deny him this simple justice, 
keep his money, when they know full 
well that he has violated no postal law 
Or postal regulation which the depart- 
ment, under the law, had a right to 
make. Mr. President, shall this mat- 
ter continue? Shall 300,000 patrons of 
this paper stand up and clamor for 
justice and fair dealings and their 
voice go unheeded?’ 

In conclusion, Senator Davis said 
that the postmaster general, in reply- 
ing to the senate resolution of April 
10 asking for information about the 
case he was discussing, said Mr. Hitch- 
cock had not answered “honestly, 
truthfully or candidly.” 

Probing Postal Expenditures. 

The committee on expenditures in 
the postoffice department did not get 
very far today in their investigations 
of the alleged irregularities and abuses 
in the administration of the postoffice 
department. 

About the most surprising develop- 
ment of the day was the resentment 
manifested toward Louls D. Brandeis 
the famous Boston attorney, because 
he alleged “pressure of public busit- 
ness“ in declining to help the commit- 
tee conduct the investigation. Some 
of the members were in favor of writ- 
ing Mr. Brandeis a sharp letter in re- 
ply to his communication. 

The chairman finally convinced them 
that the committee had no ground for 
a controversy with Mr. Brandeis. The 
latter wanted a joint committee of the 
two houses with powers to make «4 
different kind of an investigation, and 
recommend legislation. He assured the 
committee he felt their efforts would 
be productive of good, but he an- 
nounced it would be impossible for him 
to take part. 

Inspector Sharpe on Stand. 

The chief of the postoffice inepec- 
tors, Robert 8. Sharpe, was before the 
committee today, but instead of ask- 
ing him any embarrassing questions 
about the activities of his es and 
sleuths, the committee confi Its ex-

“Our plan further provides that but 
one commissioner retires at a time, 
therefore only one place can be filled 
at a time.

having an extensive and lucrative prac- 
tice. Both Judge Lane and Mr. Weath- 
erly are eminent lawyers. As soon 48 
the commission was organized, each 
commissioner was assigned a particular 
department over which he had special 
jurisdiction. Judge Lane was assigned 
to the department of public justice, 
and in addition was given the police 
department, health and sanitary de- 
partments and the plumbing depart- 
ment. Mr. Weatherly was assigned the 
department of streets and parks and 
public buildings. Finances, public af- 
fairs and fire department were assign- 
ed to me. In the judicial department, 
our first step was to reduce the num- 
ber of recorder’s courts from four to 
two, and to reduce the attorneys con- 
nected with these courts from six to 
one, thereby making a saving of 
$15,220 per annum in this department;

Borrowed on Notes, 

“These are a few of the things the 
commissioners have done so far. Al- 
though the commission faced a deficit 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
yet we went into the market and bor- 
rowed $800,000 for temporary use from 
home banks on our plain note, a large 
proportion of this being borrowed at 
3% per cent. interest, the cheapest 
money Birmingham ever got even when 
she pawned her future taxes ag col- 
lateral. This demonstrates at least 
that Birmingham believes in her com- 
mission form of government and that 
she has faith in the honesty and ability 
of her commissioners. 

“We expect to go much further and 
make more savings to the people of 
Birmingham by carefully scrutinizing 
and personally investigating all public 
improvements of every nature, all such 
work now being held up pending such 
investigation, and I believe that what 
we have accomplished thus far will be 
but a small proportion of the grand 
total which this commission will even- 
tually bring about. One marked change 
which is now being made is in our fire 
department; we will be receiving in the 
next few days motor-driven apparatus 
to take the plate of those now in use 
drawn by horses. When we have com- 
pleted our change Birmingham will 
have twenty-one motor-driven combi. 
nation hose and chemical wagons and 
fire engines. We will.reduce the op- 
érating expense of our department 
about $30,000, at the same time increas- 
ing its efficiency about forty per cent. 
Birmingham will then have a fire de- 
partment the equal of any and the su- 
perior of most. This should be good 
news to Atlanta, the home of fire in- 
surance. I might add that Birmingham 
has placed the largest order for up-to- 
date fire apparatus ever given in the 
world. 

Now gentlemen, with apologies on 
my part, as I am one of the commis- 
sioners of Birmingham, I believe this 
magnificent city of yours with its pro- 
gressive and patriotic citizenship, 
while you have been successful in your 
many undertakings, still I believe your 
success would be greater and more 
lasting and more beneficial under this 
new form of government. You need 
this new form of government in my 
judgment, because it is along the line 
with which vou are familiar, that of 
1 and because it is progressive, 
t will supplant the old system even 
though that may have in its time been 
successful.

More Facts About Se- 
cession Movements 
in the Past. 


The Fraternal Order of Bees was @ 
dissatisfied nest of this order whick 
seceded in Newark, N. J. The Benev- 
olent Order of Bees was another in Los 
Angeles. Both have ceased humming 
and are out of existence. They didn’t 
gather any honey, and while they 
stung the Order of Owls, the sting was 
not fatal. The Larks, in Manchester, 
Conn.; the Qualle in Kansas City, Mo.; 
the Partridges in Minneapolis, Minn.; 
the Buzzards in Toledo and the 
Cuckoos in Sandusky, Ohio, were 
names taken by ambitious ward poli- 
ticians who headed seceding nests from 
this order, secured a few front page 
notices from the local papers, held a 
few meetings and passed on. The In- 
dependent Order of Owls at Worcester, 
Mass., ang the Tigers of Providence, 
R. I.; the Knights of the Mystic Circle, 
in New York, and the Voyagers, of the 
same city, are a few more ot gur 
memories, but in our memories and in 
the memories of those misguided in- 
dividuals who sought to make them a 
success, they have their only present 
existence. 

The first secession movement which 
we ever had originated at Coffeyville, 
Kan., and called itself the Fraternal 
Order of Owls. It at one time had 
twenty subordinate organizations, but 
it was not a suécess. Finally its lead- 
ers coneluded its failuré was due to 
the fact that they had borrowed a 
name, so they changed theirs to Ant- 
lers, but it was of no avail; the Ant- 
lers are no more. Then in Milwaukee 
and Racine, Wis., some more seceders 
founded another Fraternal Order of 
Owls ang that strutted its Httle career 
of a few months and went along into 
oblivion. In June, 1908, this order had 
151 nests. It had a nest in Spring- 
field, III., with 35 members, of which 
Dr. Fred O'Hara was president; a nest 
in Chicago, of which Dr. Harry. Preston 
Pratt was past president; a nest at 
Englewood, III., of which Fred V. Sau- 
ter was vice president: a nest at St. 
Joseph, Mo., of which William Patrick 
was president. On the i7th of that 
month men representing 76 nests of 
the order and thus controlling one 
more than half of all of its subordi- 
nate nests, seceded from the order at 
one time ang organized an order which ‘ 
they called the American Order of 
Owls. They secured a charter under 
the laws of the state of Illinois as a 
corporation. They conducted an ac- 
tive campaign for the purpose of or- 
ganizing new nests and in an endeavor 
to injure this order and to 
other nests of this order to join them 
in their movement. Their first su- 
preme officers were Supreme Past 
President Pratt, Supreme’ President 
O'Hara. ä Secretary Sauter and 
Supreme reasurer Patrick. Today 
every nest represented vy those men 
has disbanded and esased to . exist, 
while this order has strong subordi- 
nate organizations in the very places 
where those seceding ests formerly 
existed. In a desperate .attempt to 
live, those men raised their capita - 
tax finally 50 per cent above Ww the 
Or of Owls has always ected, 
but it was of no avail. Every month 


time vilifying the Order of Owls, and 
at last, after enduring them for two 
years, we secured an injunction 
against them preventing their use of 
the name Owls and practically dis- 
solving their corporation. Then they 
held a convention in Rochester, N. V., 
in August, 1910, and at that conven- 
tion they had representatives present 
from twelve nests, but the supreme 
secretary reported that only three 
nests of the order were in good stand- 
ing. They there formed a new organi- 
zatlon which they calleq the Orioles 
| announced in the papers they were 
going to make a new start if they 
could. During these three years in 
which the American Order of Owls, 
with its 76 nests, succeeded in de- 
créasing from 76 nests to 12, the Order 
of Owls has increased its 75 nests to 
1,600, a membership approximating 
200,000, and has become international.’

for His Recent Uilerances in 
Regard to. bbitaton 


Former Secretary of State Fos- 
ter Says Roosevelt Holds the 
Record For an Erratic and 
Inconsistent Course on the 
Question of Arbitration. 


Mohonk Lake, N. Y., Many 25.—Se- 
vere criticism of Theodore Roosevelt's 
recent public utterances regarding in- 
ternational arbitration marked the 
speech of John W. Foster, former seéc- 
retary of state, before the seventeenth 
annual meeting of the Lake Mohonk 


At the same time;. said Mr. Foster, 
“notwithstanding Mr. Roosevelt's early 
declaration in opposition to arbitration 
in general, he has done more than 
any other living man to advance this 
cause.“ 

No Opposition Likely. 

Speaking of the Anglo-American 
treaty of arbitration now being nego- 
tiated, Mr. Foster declared that oppo- 
sition to it in the senate ought not 
to be entertained as a serious possi- 
bility. 

The.treaty, he said, would place the 
two governments on the same footing 
as each of them has placed its citizens, 
and would result in similar treaties be- 
tween other nations. It was plain, he 
added; that it would have no appre- 
clable effect on the armaments of the 
world and that at present Germany can 
hardly be expected to become a party 
to a like treaty. Nevertheless, as un- 
limited arbitration is extended among 
the nations its beneficial effect must 
become more and more apparent, and 
even the German government must 
eventually find a modus vivendi with 
the peaceful nations which will enable 
it to restrict its armament and cease 


com- 


to be a menace to the world.“ 
Some Knocks for Roosevelt. 

Mr. Foster's subject was Unlimited 
Angio-American Arbitration.” The por- 
tion of his address relating to Mr. 
Roosevelt follows: 
| “I had concluded the preparation of 
my address at this point when the ful- 
mination of Theodore Roosevelt ap- 
peared in the public press. While I 
regret its appearance as tending to 
embarrass the action of the senate, I 
recall the fact that no man in public 
life today has shown such an erratic 
and inconsistent course in relation to 
the subject of international arbitra- 
tion. His early public career was 
marked by a ee hostility to arbi- 
tration in general. n a magazine arti- 
cle as late as 1895 he attacked Presi- 
dent Harrison for submitting the Ber- 
ing sea question to arbitration. 

‘But when he assumed the responsi- 
bility of the presidency, it was he who 
sent the first case to The Hague court 
of arbitration and invited the nations 
in hostile array against Venezuela to 
resort to thesame court. In the first 
instance he proposed to settle the Alas- 
kan boundary: dispute by sending the 
American army to occupy and hold the 
territory by force, but finally yielded 
to the pacific advice of Secretary Hay, 
and in 1903 submitted the question to 
the London commission. 


Calls Roosevelt Petulant. 


“In 1904 he sent a number of arbitra- 
tion treaties to the sefate, and yet, be- 
cause the body saw fit to insist upon 
the exercise of its constitutional duty, 
he denounced this action as ‘a sham’ 
and a subterfuge, and in a petulant 
manner refused to put the treaties into 
force. But four years later, following 
the advice of Secretary Root, he sent 
the same treaties with the senate’s 
amendment to that body and upon its 
approval put them into operation. 

“Notwithstanding his early declara- 
tion in opposition to arbitration in gen- 
eral, he has done more than any other 
living man to advance this cause, and 
has well earned the Nobel peace prize. 

“Judging the future by the past, in 
the course of time, after he has played 
to his heart’s content with his favorite 
terms, ‘hypocrisy,’ ‘cowardice, ‘bad 
faith,’ etc., we may expect this erratic 
but patriotic citizen to fall in line with 
the onward march toward international 
peace, and give his support to the great 
measure which most ennobles the ad- 
ministration of his successor.” 


Dr. Lorenz Comes to Brenau. 

Gainesville, Ga., May 25.— (Special.) 
Dr. Max Lorenz, of Vienna, Austria, is 
to become head of the modern language 
department of Brenau college. He is 
quite a distinguished linguist, who has 
command of eleven languages, and 
comes to Georgia from Sewanee, Tenn., 
where he has been a professor for some 
time. Dr. Lorenz is a graduate of 
Heidelberg, the famous German uni- 
versity. The recent change in courses 
at Brenau to confirm to the highest 
standards have made it necessary to 
enlarge the modern otis depart- 
ment, and the addition of Dr. Lorenz 
to the already large faculty is a con- 
sequence.

NEAR LYNCHING IN CRISP 


_ CAUSED BY FORTUNE TELLER 


Cordele, Ga., May 25.—(Special.)— 
During Sunday night a mob took Tom 
Mapp, a 16-year-old negro boy, from his 
home on Warren Musselwhite’s place, 
near Pinea, 5 miles east of Cordele, and 
at the. points of guns and with a rope 
around his neck, carried him a half mile 
from the house into the woods and 
swung the rope over an extending limb 
in an effort to force information from 
him relative to the killing of 19-year- 
old Sim Trutuck on the night of March 
6. The negro mentioned the name of 
prominent young men, but he declares 
this was done to save his own life. 

The killing of young Trutuck, son of 
Tom Trutuck, a farmer of the Pinea 
neighborhood, was one of the most sen- 
sational and mysterious in the history 
of the county, and even yet no cl as 
to the guilty party has been discoVered 
by Sheriff Ward and his deputies, who 
have been working persistently in the 
case. The young man was found by his 
parents in his room in a pool of blood 
and with a fractured skull. 

The young negro, Tom Mapp, pass- 
ed the home of. Truluck about 8 o'clock 
on thé night of the killing and had 
spoken to two men, according to his 
story, right near the home, one of 
whom he thought to be young Truluck, 


with whom he was well acquainted, 
though he had remarked to his mother 


upon his arrival home of the failure 
of the men to speak in reply to his 
“good evening' to them. This was 
Mapp's testimony at the coroner’s in- 
quest, from which, under repeated in- 
vestigations at the time and since he 
has not varied. 

Worked up over the theory of “a 
“fortur teller” who had by the “cut- 
ting of cards’’ designated Tom Mapp 
as knowing as to the perpetrators of 
the crime which he claimed was com- 
mitted by two white boys of the com- 
munity, the mob called at the negro’s 
home Sunday midnight. The mod was 
foiled in its purpose to lynch the boy 
only by the timely arrival of other 
citizens of the community upon the 
scene, who were aroused by the boy’s 
mother and who started in pursuit of 
the mob. 

The negro estates that under vilest 
threats, and while the

The men named, together with scores 
of friends, are indignant and there are 
fears of further serious developments. 
There is a prevalent belief that po- 
litical prejudices have had a good deal 
to do with the attempt to saddle tie 
crime on a well-known family.

In-any and every in- 
stance they each breed flies. Flies carry typhoid. Their feet be- 
come suction-pumps to take up the germs, their feet and legs 
storage room for the germs. 

In due course of time, these particular flies—one of them is 
enough, if he has crawled upon germ cultures of a certain virulence

— | may be standing out unprotected. Screens help. But you open the 
screen doors sometimes, and the fly is agile. 

It is easily possible for these filthy and infected insects to con- 
| vey contagion to wards far-separated from the dumping grounds, 
where they were born and achieved maturity. Perhaps your own 
garbage can is kept religiously sealed, your house screened, your 
premises cleaned. But the neglect of the city stands to throw down 
the barriers you have erected and let disease and death into what 
you may regard a well-defended citadel. 

That's the biggest specification in the indictment. Others are 
that there are insufficent carts and drivers to remove garbage at 
proper intervals from residences, and insufficient forces to keep 
the streets as free from germ-bearing dust as humanly possible.

Its members will be inundated with petitions 
from various departments—most of them, perhaps, urgent and 
meritorious.

Practically Fifty Offices in New 
Structure Already Spoken 
For, and Others Coming In 
at Rapid Rate--Hotel Feature 
May Be Abandoned. 


Enlargement of the Physicians and 
Surgeons’ building is being seriously 
contemplated. 

Since the announcement, several 
days ago, tat the building is a cer- 
tainty, there has been a continual 
Stream of inquiries and requests for 
reservations. in the building until it 
now becomes apparentthat the space 
formeriy sei apart for the use of the 
physicians and dentists will be none 
too large, and may very likely have 
to be increased. 

Two of the promoters yesterday af t- 
ernoon ciosed contracts for one whole 
floor in the new building, and many 
Of the physicians and dentists made 
substantial stock subscriptions. With- 
out a single exception every man they 
Saw was enthusiastic, and at the close 
of a short afternoon’s work they found 
that the number of offices reserved 
during the time they were at work 
were more than enough to fill one 
whole floor. 

The reservations, however, extended 
over practically every floor in the 
building, one of the city’s best-known 
physicians signing a contract for a 
suite of four offices on the top floor of 
the building. 

In addition to these reservations, 
scores of inquiries from physicians and 
dentists in all parts of the city have 
been coming in, and in the vast ma- 
jority of these cases requests were 
made that typical floor plans be sent 
as soon as possible, as they were de- 
Sirous of selecting offices in the new 
building. 

May Cut Out Hotel. 

In view of these conditions, it is 
possible that the original plan may be 
changed as to have the entire buid- 
ing devoted to the use of the physi- 
cians, dentists and surgeons, which 
would make their building quite the 
largest in the city for its height. 

It was proposed at first, it will be 
remembered, to use the rear half of 
the building for a traveling men’s ho- 
tel, and a tenant for this has been 
practically secured. The rush for of- 
fice space in the building, however, has 
been so great that the promoters are 
now doubtful about their ability to ac- 
commodate everybody under the first 
Plan, and are considering cutting out 
the hotel feature entirely and having 
the whole building devoted to offices, 


Dental Supply People. 


It is understood that the promoters | 


are now in communication with at 
liist one and possibly other dental 
supply companies whose officers de- 
sire to secure space in the building, if 
possible. 

Nothing definite about this part e- 
ular feature of the matter can be 
learned at this time, but it is under- 
stood ‘on good authority that either 
a local or a out-of-town dental supply 
concern will have its offices in the 
new building. 

One of the city’s most prominent 
dentists recently called attention to 
this matter, saying that the presence 
of a dental supply concern, a large 
drug store and a surgical instrument 
concern would make the building ab- 
solutely complete. 

He explained that dentists, as a 
class, do not carry large stocks of 
their supplies, and find it exceedingly 
convenient to have a supply concern 
close by. The same, he said, is true 
of physicians and surgeons, and, in 
his opinion, there is sure to be con- 
siderable rivalry among concerns of 
this nature when permits for this 
class of quarters are let out.

But as it 
soon began to die out locally. and Dr. 
Thorsenberg. professor of history at 
Roanoke, still held his place, an ap- 
peal was made to certain camps of 
the Confederate Veteransand Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy. Resolutions 
were passed by some condemning the 
history and there is good reason for be- 
lieving that they were inspired, if not 
written, by this same person. R

Culture Are ‘Necessary. 


Committee Declares There Are 
No “Frills” in Public Schools, 
and That They Are Impor- 
tant Branches of Knowledge. 
Many Recommendations. 


„There are no ‘frills’ in the Atlanta 
schools. They are denominated ‘frills’ 
by those who are unacquainted with 
their educational value, They are ot 
equal importance to any other sub- 
jects in the curriculum except reading, 
writing and arithmetic, and of greater 
importance than many of the other im- 
portant branches of knowledge taught 
in our schools.“ 

That is the substance of the long- 
awaited report of the teachers’ com- 
mittee of the school board read yester- 
day by Chairman W. R. Daley before 
the regular meeting of the board. 

All three of the departments under 
investigation were justified by the re- 
port, which beyond a few words of ad- 
monition in the paragraphs devoted to 
drawing contained nothing sensational. 

It was accepted with but one dis- 
senting vote, that of E. V. Carter, who 
explained that while he did not advo- 
cate the abolition of any of the depart- 
ments, still he did not concur with 
the report in some of its features. 


Report of Committee, 


The report, in part, follows: 

“We have not been unmindful ofthe 
fact that resolutions are pending in 
the city council to abolish the posi- 
tions of the directors of these depart- 
ments; the effect of which would be 
practically to abolish the teaching of 
music, physical culture, hygiene and 
drawing in the public schools of At- 
lanta. It is impossible to have these 
subjects properly taught without ate 
16 1800s.

All of them are earnest, able, 
tactful and popular. We have heard 
no criticism of their personality, and 
the teachers are unanimous in com- 
mendation of these departments. Our 
music and physical culture should be 
subjects of great pride to our people. 
“The department of hygiene is also 
under the direction of Dr. Toepel, whe 
is a competent physician, as well as a 
scientific expert in physical training. 
“At present, Dr. oepel is not re- 
quired to give all his time to these 
departments. We recommend that he 
be required to give all his time during 
school hours to the departments of 
physical training and hygiene, in the 
high shools as well ag the grammar 
schools, and that his salary be in- 
creased from 31,400 to $1,800,

“The department of drawing and 
amanual traiming is ‘under the super- 
vision of Miss Elizabeth M. Getz, ag 
director, and of her assistant, Miss 
Amy Sage. 

“We commend the course of instruc- 
tion in this department as proper and 
valuable, and along the same lines as 
that of the best schools of the coun- 
try. It is our opinion, however, that 
the quantity of the work given the 
teachers is toogreatforthe time al- 
lotted, and that the superintendent 
and director should be required to 
curtail the amount of work in propor- 
tion to the time allotted. 

We reconimend that the director 
be instructed to follow, from year to 
year, the present course of. instruc- 
tion as outiined in the drawing books 
adopted by the board 
Applied Arts), 
given during the past year by the di- 
rector, and that this course of in- 
struction be not varied or departe¢ 
from (except to make the present in: 
structions clearer and more definite) 
until further ordered by the board. 

“We recommend that the afternoor 
normal classes in drawing be aban- 
doned. 

“We recommend that a series of 
grade normals in drawing be estab- 
lised, and that all the grade teachers 
be required to attend the normal of 
their respective grades once in every 
two weeks, no two different grades 
meeting on the same day; that the 
normal classes be conducted between 
the hours of 12:30 and 2 o'clock p. m. 
that the teachers required to attend 
the same be dismissed from their 
classes at 12 o’clock; that the olasses 
of such teachers be taught during 
the remainder of thatday's session by 
the school principal. Upon the com- 
pletion of the instruction at each nor- 
mal the director’ shall answer all 
questions that may be propounded by 
the teachers asking for information

ing. The details of this change shall 
be worked out by the superintendent 
and submitted to the board for rati- 
fication. Im these normals the direc- 
tor and the assistant director shall al- 
ternate under the directions of the su- 
perintendent. 

“The director and assistant director, 
when visiting schools, shall give a 
demonstration to the pupils and 
teacher whenever required by the 
teacher. 

“On account of the enormous growth 
of the school system, which has nearly 
doubled in number of schools and pu- 
| pils since the drawing department 
was established, it is necessary to give 
the director of this department some 
clerical assistance. With such assist- 
ance it will be possible to return the 
many thousands of drawings with ap- 
2 criticisms (which seems to 

e desired by the teachers), and to re- 
lieve the director of the copying, cler- 
ical work and a multitude of details, 
and permit her to devote her entire 
time to supervision and teaching. We 
therefore recommend that 350 per 
month be appropriated for paying the 
salary of a clerk for this department. 

“We recommend that drawing be 
taught in all the grades of the Girls' 
High school and English commercial 
high school. 


Examine on Drawing. 


“We recommend that drawing be 

included as one of the subjects of the 
principal's examination, and that no 
teacher shall ever be elected to an 
|} assistant principalship or principai- 
ship until she shall have passed a suc- 
cessful examination in this subject, 
provided that this requirement snall 
not apply to principals and assistant 
principals now in service in the sys- 
tem.“

“We deem it proper to say that the 
director is, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee, a competent art critic and su- 
pervisor, who has had exceptional ed- 
ucational advantages as well as ex- 
perience. 

“We regret to note that there is a 
distinct want of harmony between a 
large number of our teachers and the 
director of drawing; and fully recog- 
nize the Site of the present director 
in that department, and trust that 
both the director and the teachers le- 
ferred to will henceforth use such tact 
and courtesy in their relations as will 
restore entire harmony throughout the 
department.

TENNESSEE SOLDIERS 
CROSS GEORGIA SOIL 


Permission Granted by Gov. 
Brown on Request of 
Gov. Hooper. 


Upon request of Governor Hooper, ot 
Tennessee, Governor Brown yesterday 
issued an order authorizing nearly 
3,000 soldiers of the national guard of 
Tennessee to cross the boundary line 
of the two states under arms and go 
into camp on the government maneu- 
ver grounds at Chickamauga park.

Yes, I am sure all country women 
greatly appreciate lectures pertaining 
to themselves and their homes, and 
they would hail the day with joy in 
their hearts that they could leave the 
dishes unwashed, the floors unswept, 
and put on their best clothes to ride 
three or four miles to hear a good 
talk on “Home Management and Im- 
provement.” —- 

Most women of the farm have too 
much work to do for their strength and 
they fall into the habit of performing 
their duties in a half-hearted, me- 
chanical way, sometimes getting ner- 
vous and ili-natured; but give them 
the opportunities they need to get 
Way from the continual grind of do- 
mestic work and hear some good lec- 
tures on different subjects in regard 
to their advancement, and  straight- 
way new changes will take place in 
the home. 

It is true that “only a woman knows 
@ woman's needs,” but it is not neces- 
sary to have a woman lecturer in or- 
der to cultivate the minds of the farm 
matrons, for as a rule women are not 
given much to oratory, and usually 
much criticised, but a man that re- 
members the toils of his mother, the 
many kind acts of his sister, and ap- 
preciates the co-operation of his wife, 
knows that a woman's life can be made 
easier, and if he be a moral man and 
an intelligent man he can speak vol- 
umes for the good of womankind. 

If every community could have a 
@eries of lectures on “The Home,” and 
the women could form societies of their 
own, the frowns would wear off the 
mother’s face and a smile take place. 
They would feel that they had a lit- 
tle world of their own that they could 
turn to for diversion.

her food for thought. She needs re- 
creation, so give it to her. Let her 
be encouraged to subscribe for papers 
and magazines and note how she en- 
joys reading them. And see the re- 
suits! There are vegetables planted for 
the market, pure breed of chickens in 
the vard, and pretty flowers in the 
yard. And it was all a woman’s work. 

When our rural women are given 
+ the attention and opportunities that 
they deserve, theirs will be happier 
homes, and the nation will suffer less 
from vice and ignorance.

FOOLISH LEGISLATION 
AGAINST WOMEN’S HATS. 


The millinery publications of the coun- 
try are very much excited over the ef- 
forts made in different states to legis- 
late against plumage, and even the 
wearing of the picture hat in public 
places. The press of the east is taking 
the matter up strongly, and The New- 
burgh Press, of New York, has the fol- 
lowing on the subject: 

“How it occurs that the fool-killer 
Spares the state legislatures ig one 
thing the average newspaper man can- 
not understand. It is not a question of 
geography—not a local issue, as Gen- 
eral Hancock declared the tariff was— 
it is a distemper that affects all legisla- 


‘tures, and very much alike. 


“Wisconsin is either the wisest or the 
most foolish of states in the matter of 
legislation—according to the viewpoint 
of the fellow who happens to have the 
floor. It has been progressive to the 
bursting point, has done many things 
and has proposed to do many things 
that are yet undone. Like other states, 
it has had the legislator who proposed 
to force marriage on bachelors whether 
or no. It was generally thought, out 
in the Badger state, that tomfoolery 
was at an end, when up bobs the fel- 
low with this bill that makes it a mis- 
demeanor for women to wear picture 
hats at & public entertainment. A pen- 
alty is provided, ranging all the way 
from $1 to $10, and costs, according to 
the size of the millinery. And that is 
legislation.” 

On another hat story The Millinery 
Trade Review comments as follows: 

“Is it any wonder that legislators are 
influenced to vote in favor of any kind 
of an amendment to the game lawe of 
the states protecting the plumage of 
native birds when such a falsehood as 
the following, clipped from a Connecti- 
cut newspaper, finds its way into the 
hands of gullible readers? 

“The season of Easter millinery and 
the use of feathers on hats have 
brought from the National Audubon So- 
ciety a protest against the use of wild- 
bird feathers on bonnets, and the fol- 
lowing is significantly added: We have 
just heard of the butchering ef 11,000 
meadow larks, whose diet is proved to 
consist of 75 per cent of crop destroy- 
ing insects, in one Georgia community.

PICNIC SANDWICHES. 
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By Elizabeth W. Morrisen. 

The term sandwich today does not 
mean simply a filling placed between 
slices of bread. It may be pastry 
filled with jellies, jams, or sweet 
pastes, sponge cakes lined with delici- 
ous mixtures, puff pastry with dried 
fruits and juices, or bread ang biscuits 
filled with savory mixtures. Every 
a some novelty is added to the 

st. 

Day-old bread ig best for sandwiches 
unless they are to be rolled or folded; 
in that case, bread not older than six 
hours must be used. Butter should be 
ereameqg to remove all moisture, and 
the crusts removed from the loaf be- 
fore it is cut into slices. To cream 
the butter, place it in a bowl and 
work with a silver fork until it is 
smooth and creamy. Drain off the 
liquid that will collect in the bottom, 
then with a knife spread the slices 
evenly and thinly. When mayonnaise 
dressing is used with the filling, but- 
ter may be omitted. 

The most economical way to serve 
sandwiches, and one which does not 
detract from their attractive appear- 
ance, is to cut the slices of bread into 
strips, triangles, or halves. There will 
be no waste as when they are cut into 
diamond, heart, or other fancy shapes, 
requiring cutters. 

When meats are chopped, it is wise 
to mix them with boiled or mayonnaise 
dressing, or with creamed butter, be- 
fore spreading, This will prevent the 
fine pieces of meat from spilling out 
when served. When serving lettuce 
sandwiches, clean the lettuce several 
hours before, tying the wet lettuce in 
a cheesecloth square to absorb the 
moisture; then hang in a cool place. 

The seasoning of the various mix- 
tures is as much an art as making the 
Sandwiches. 4 little a im- 
proves the flavor of boiled Ham or 
tongue. Horseradish will be an addi- 
tion to roast beef; tomato catsup, 
capers, olives and cold mint sauce to 
lamb. Minced celery or celery salt 
will season chicken or veal deliciously, 
ang for all fish fillings a little lemon 
juice should be used, Onion juice or 
minced onion, chives; or a tiny bit of 
garlic may be added to cheese filling. 
For hard-boiled, eggs add chopped 
Pimentoes, or mince the small olives 
stuffeqd with red peppers, known as 
pimolas. Chopped parsley is popular 
and will flavor any meat or fish sand- 
wiches. Be careful not to use too 
much. 

Cucumbers ang cabbage may be used 
with mayonnaise, but they must, like 
lettuce, be placed between the bread 
only a short time before serving, or 
they will lose the crispness which is 
their most desirable feature. The 
cucumbers must be cut into shaving- 
like slices, and the cabbage may be 
either shredded or chopped. Water- 
cress and nasturtium follage are not 
as much used as they should be. Both 
combine nicely with meat, fish and 
fowl. 

When necessary to make sandwiches 
several hours before using, omit the 
fresh foliage fillings, like lettuce. 
Wrap them iff a paraffin paper and 
cover with a damp cloth: ot a wet 
cloth, remember, but just sufficiently 
moist to keep the bread fresh. If pos- 
sible, lay them in a stone crock and 
cover with the moist cloth.

ALABAMA COURT 


OUSTS SHERIFF 


Sheriff Jinwright, of Bullock 
County, Alabama, Re- 
moved From Office. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 25.—The 
Alabama supreme court rendered an 


unanimous opinion this morning re- 
moving Sheriff P. W. Jinwright, of 
Bullock county, from office for neg- 
lect of duty in the lynching of Aber- 
deem Johnson, a negro, April 2. 

The court found that the sheriff 
failed to prepare for any emergency, 
that he did not organize his forces and 
that he left the jail unprotected, 


„It matters not that the prisoner 
may have been guilty of the most re- 
volting crime known to our laws,” 
says the opinion, written by Mr. Jus- 
tice R. T. Simpson. “The next wave 
of popular frenzy might deprive 
of his life one who, upon proper inves- 
tigation, would be found to be inno- 
cent. 

“Tt is vain for us to write in our 
constitution that cherished heritage of 
English-speaking people, that all per- 
sons accused of crime shall have the 
right to a ‘public trial, by an impar- 
tial jury,’ and shall not ‘be deprived 
of life, liberty or proeprty, except by 
due process of law,’ if our government 
cannot or wil: not enforce it. A 
law not enforced is no law at all. The 
sheriff who defends his prisoner from 
violence is defending the constitution 
of his state, and perchance the lives, 
the liberty and the happiness of his 
own family.” 

Johnson, the negro put to death, as- 
saulted Mrs. Archie utt, at Goshen, 
Ala., about four weeks before he was 
captured and lynched.

HIGH SCHOOL MAY 


GO ON BROWN LOT 


Committee Recommends the 
Purchase For the Sum 
of $10,000. 


The committee appointed to select 
a lot for the proposed new building 
for the English-Commercial Girls’ 
High school reported to the school 
board yesterday that they had decided 
upon the old Brown property on the 
southwest corner of Washington street 
and Woodward avenue, which might 
be purchased for approximately $1¢,- 
000. The board accepted the report 
and appointed Walter Rich, chairman 
of the committee, President Eugene 
Mitchell and Judge E. C. Kontz to 
press the matter on the finance com- 
mittee of council at its meeting this 
morning. | 

The board increased the course of 
the normal department of the Girls’ 
High school from one to two years. 
After the present term graduates of 
the academic department of the Girls’ 
High school will not be eligible for 
teachers’ places until a year has 
elapsed. At the end of a one-year 
course in the normal department the 
student will be given a certificate 
making her eligible to teach. A di- 
ploma will be given at the successful 
termination of the two-year course 
which will entitle the holder to a po- 
sition as teacher in the local schools. 

Resolutions were passed stating that 
Superintendent William M. Slaton and 
Assistant Superintendent L. M. Lan- 
drum had successfully passed the ex- 
amination given them by the president 
of the board. 

Dan W. Green's resolution that the 
women teachers of the Girls’ High 
school should get salaries correspond- 
ing to those given men teachers in 
the Boys’ High school was referred 
to council. 

Since a large majority of the appli- 
cants for positions as assistant prin- 
cipals failed in the recent examinations 
it was decided to hold another test, on 
August 15, before any nominations 
should be made. 

Principals Recommended. 

Superintendent Slaton recommended 
the following for principalships: 
Misses Emma Wesley, Hattie Spiers, 
Aida Paree and Lydia Flinn. 

The resignation of Professor R. C. 
Little, of the Boys’ High school, was 
accepted with regret. 

A discussion was created when it 
was announced that a number of prin- 
cipals had not taken examinations as- 
signed them. It developed that these 
principals had joined the system at a 
time when examinations were not de- 
manded, and, since they had proved 
efficient, it was thought unfair by 
some members of the board that they 
should be compelleg to stand tests 
after many long years of service.

Now that the hatching season is 
nearly over, the old stock should have 
special consideration. First, they 
should be looked over and sorted out 
into different lots, as but few breeders 
care to carry all the fowls over for 
next season. Those that have been 
found wanting in any respect or that 
are about past the age of usefulness 
should be put in one lot and fattened 
and sold on the market before they 
begin to moult. If we wish some of 
them to produce eggs for hatching 
broilers late in the fall or early in the 
winter, we can hasten the moult now 
by giving them free range and with- 
holding grain for three weeks, or if 
they cannot be allowed range, by plac- 
ing them on short rations. Then feed 
up generously and they will soon have 
their new coats of feathers and be 
laying with the early pullets. If there 
are a few choice breeders that you 
wish to use early next spring allow 
them to moult naturally and do not 
push them for eggs now. They will be 
in better condition for the long rest. 
The cocks should be. given quarters 
to themselves away from the hens and 
fed well, as they are now quite thin 
in flesh. If this plan is followed it 
will require separate quarters for each 
lot, but they cannot be given right care 
if they are bunched together. It goes 
without saying that cleanliness must. 
be observed, water and shade provided, 
as well as the right kind of food. Each 
fowl should be examined and the lousy 
one well dusted with Uncle Joe insect 
powder, or some of another make, for 
the gray louse, like the poor, is always 
with us. 

Hot Weather Pointers, 

Give the young stock plenty of 
shade. If, unfortunately, you haven't 
trees, provide artificial methods. 
Chicks fail to do well exposed to the 
hot sun continuously. 

If you are taking off a few jate 
hatches, expecting the chicks to be 
reared in brooders, the  »brooders 
should not be placed in the direct rays 
of the sun. Should a, brooder for any 
reason become wet or damp on the 
inside give a liberal sprinkling of air- 
slacked lime. It dries immediately and 
after being swept out, is clean. Never 
allow chicks to occupy a damp brood- 
er. There should be but a small per 
cent of loss where chicks are hatched 
from strong parent stock and given 
systematic care, especially after they 
become two or three days old. It’s the 
right care that counts from this time 
on. By this is meant good, wholesome, 
substantial food, fed in right quantities 
and at regular intervals; quarters 
should be clean, dry and free from 
mites, and so situated as to avoid 
crowding.

POPULAR VOT E 
FOR SENATORS 


Senate Agrees to Pass on Res- 
olution June 12---Borah 
Claims Victory.

Washington, May  25.—(Special.)— 
Senator Borah, of Idaho, secured an 
agreement in the senate this afternoon 
to have a vote on his resolution for the 
popular election of United States sena- 
tors on the legislative day of June 12. 

When the vote is reached it is now 
believed there wil) be enough votes to 
pass it in the form approved by south- 
ern democrats, reserving to the legisia- 
tures of the several] states control over 
the manner of electing senators. 

The author of the resolution counts 
upon 65 votes, although 62 will be a 
two-thirds majority. 

Senator Frye, of Maine, who voted for 
the resolution before, will probably be 
absent and not paired. Senator Dupont, 
of Delaware, who formerly favored it, 
is said to be wavering. Thus it is seen 
the vote will be extremely close. 

There will be no trouble about the 
resolution passing the house, and it will 
go then to the states for ratification by 
the legislatures thereof.

PROTEST OVER 


League Secretary Sustains the 
Contention in the Game 
With Marist. 


The secretary of the Prep School 
League in a letter to the president de- 
cides in favor of the Boys High School 
in their protest over the game won by 
Marist College on Wednesday, said 
game deciding the prep championship 
of the city. ° 

The secretary rules that the game is 
thrown out. His letter on the subject 
is as follows: 

“E. E. King, President. Prep League, 
Atlanta, Ga.— Dear Mr. King: In re- 
Sard to the protest of the Boys’ High 
School, made by W. F. Dykes, prin- 
cipal, against a decision of the umpire 
in the Boys’ High School-Marist game 
of May 24, I rule that the game is 
thrown out and must be blayed over, 
and acting on your authority delegated 
in your letter of May 25, I set Monday, 
May 29, at 3:30 o'clock, as the time for 
beginning the game. 

“The ruling of Umpire Stone in this 
game was clearly an error of rule. The 
facts are all admitted by both teams 
and the umpire. With Boys’ High 
School runners on first and third the 
batter hit to short. The ball was 
thrown to second and the runner who 
had been on first was thereby forced 
out, The ball was then thrown 
third. The Marist third baseman made 
no attempt to touch the runner who 
was coming from second, but instead 
touched the bag and threw the ball to 
the pitcher. The umpire thereupon 
declared the second runner out. 

“The umpire, in his statement, said: 
J made a mistake, of course. I was 
looking for a double play at. first and 
when the throw was made to third I 
absent-mindedly forgot the rule and 
called the second runner out as well. 
This was a mistake, but, of course, I 
couldn't change my decision.’ 

“It seems, therefore, that there is no 
question of fact involved, but only one 
of rules. It is apparently, further- 
more, that the umpire made a mistake 
in rules. It can further be demon- 
strated that this decision might have 


had a material effect on the outcome 


of the game. If it had been correctly 
made there would have been one more 
Boys’ High School player left on bases 
and one less out than it was as in- 
correctly made. 

“There seems only one possible de- 
cision, therefore, and that was that the 
game must be played over. 

“In case Marist wishes to carry the 
matter further each school must ap- 
point one representative to meet with 
the. league secretary and I appoint 
Saturday noon as the time for that 
meeting. 

“In case either school can show 
good reason for a change of the date 
appointed for the play-off it can prob-
